GUARDS HURT 
IN MICHIGAN 
PRISON RIOTS

Jackson, Mich., April 21— 


(Jf)—Six 
more guards were 


seized as hostages by mutin- 
eers s>t the state prison of 
southern Michigan today. 
Jackson, Mich., April 21— (*)— 


Rioting prisoners seized control of 
large sections of the big southern 
Michigan state prison today and 
let one building on fire in a con- 
tinuation of an outbreak that be- 
gan Sunday night. 


The bulk of the Michigan state 


police force was rushed to the 
scene to guard the beleagured in- 
stitution and prevent any possible 
mass escape attempts. 


Half a dozen prison guards had 


been injured as the rioting spread 
Into mid-morning. 


Th quartermaster building, con- 


taining clothing, was set ablaze. 


A night-long mutiny of some 


of the prison's toughest criminals 
touched off a series of new dis- 
turbances after daybreak. 


Four prison guards were held as 


hostages by the mutineers. 


The prison vicinity resembled an 


armed camp. 


State troopers 
encircled 
the 


walls outside. Another 25 troop- 
ers, armed with sub-machine guns 
and tear gas, took stations on the 
prison roof. 


At least two prison blocks, in- 


eluding a mental ward, and the 
mess-hall were reported in control 
of the 
rioters. 
* 


In wrecked block 15, the Isolated 


block where the most dangerous 
criminals are confined, the guard 
hostages were held. 


Last night's riot which occurred 


about 7 o'clock in this block had 
touched off the series of disturb- 
ances. 


Another followed' at breakfast 


in the mess hall this morning. 
Still others took place. 
Finally, 


prisoners swarmed into the big 
prison yard,. taking control there, 
too. 


Notorious "Craay Jack" Hyatt, 


robber who once used a knife to 
make Gov. G. Mennen Williams 
his hostage in a futile escape at- 
tempt, led the original mutiny.

Purchase Of Costly Statue For Hospital 


Is Denounced As Needless Expenditure 


Criticisms in the following letter pertaining to 


'the purchase and installation of a statue over the 
entrance of the New Warren General Hospital re- 
flect sentiments freely expressed by citizens in- 
terested in the welfare of the community, and es- 
pecially the provisions that are being made for 
the care of those persons who may find it neces- 
sary to be hospitalized: 


April 20, 1952

Dear Sir, 


Several weeks ago it came to my attention that 


the hospital board had purchased a statue for in- 
stallation as a decorative feature above the main 
entrance to the new hospital. The cost of the 
statue was reputed to be $8,000.00 and this sum 
was alleged to have been expended from gcncial 
building funds toward which most citizens and in- 
dustries of Warren gave generously. 


Believing this to be purely rumor or that the 


facts surrounding the purchase had been distorted, 
an investigation was made. The hospital board, 
through its chairman, has stated that the statue 
was purchased/from the general building fund. 
Further he states that it was ordered at the time 
of, or shortly after, the first drive for public con- 
tribution was launched several years ago. The 
price originally quoted was $5,000; 'however this 


was later increased to $8,000 because of increased 
costs, principally of materials. 


Based on the consideration that the money ex- 


pended for the statue might better have 
been 


spent on increasing the medical and surgical fac- 
ilities of the hospital, I so expressed myself to the 
chairman of the hospital board and was inform- 
ed that a donor had recently agreed that if too 
much public objection were raised to the instal- 
lation of the statue he would allow the board to 
announce 
that its 
procurement Was not being 


made from the general fund. It was further stated 
that the board had unanimously approved 
the 


purchase on the grounds that it was a work of 
art necessary to the design of the building as 
prepared by the architects. 


Beyond question the statue is a worlc oC nil 


and the generosity of the donor who has offered 
to underwrite the cost is exemplaty. However the 
action of the board in making a purchase of this 
type even before obtaining funds required for the 
practicable minimum of hospital facilities in a ser- 
ious matter. Equally as serious is the board ac- 
tion in placing an order, as they apparently did, 
without a limit on cost escalation. 


It is an example 'of the inefficient use of quasi- 


public funds without known parallel in the history 
of Wai ren county. Assuming that' this or some 
equal artistic decoration was needed to round out

Alarmed by Eisenhower Boon

WASHINGTON— (NBA)—The Taft-Eisenhower battle for the Re- 
" publican presidential nomination is developing a beautiful pre- 
liminary bout for control of the Grand Old Party's machinery in the 
South. 
Up until the Eisenhower boom got hot, this entrenched, stand-pat 


organization had been conceded to be Senator Taft's private domain. 
His managers have worked hard to deliver the South's 200-odd dele- 
gate votes for Taft at the Chicago convention. 
Typical of how entrenched the Republican Old Guard has become 


in the South is the fact that Perry W. Howard, Mississippi Negro 
leader and National Committeeman, is now dean of the GOP National 
Committee. 
Job of the Eisenhower backers in the South has been to gain a voice 


and at least an equal,break. in Republican state organizations. This is 
the fight now going on in Tennessee, South Carolina, Louisiana, 
Mississippi and the District of Columbia. 
In Florida, so alarmed was the GOP Old Guard machine under C. 


C. Spades that the state convention v/as held several weeks ahead of 
the scheduled date, before the Eisenhower crowd could get organized. 
As a result, Ike got only one delegate in Florida, 
CTRATEGY of the Eisenhower people has been to get organized at 
^ the precinct level and gain control of party machinery in open 
elections. Though trying to maintain the fiction that they were all 
political amateurs, the Eisenhower people have been fairly successful 
in these grass roots wrestling matches. 
In the District of Columbia, however, the local EisenhOwer-fot- 


President people have been taking a terrible beating. But because 
this scrap among Republican factions in Washington is said to be so 
typical of the GOP m-fighting in the southern states, it has become a 
national story. 
District of Columbia now rates six delegates to the Republican 


national convention, though District of Columbia citizens rate no vote 
in the November election. Control of the District of Columbia Repub- 
lican "state" committee has always been tightly held. It was more 
like an exclusive Republican club. 


The members kept control largely as a matter of prestige, and ran 


things to suit themselves. Some precincts had as few as 30 registered 
Republicans. Their meetings were semi-secret, or else meeting notices 
would get lost or delayed in the mails.

Eisenhower supporters demanded four reforms: 1—Use cf public 


buildings, instead of private homes and offices, for registering voters. 
2—Secret ballot for electing precinct committeemen and delegates to 
Che D. C. GOP convention. 3—Open registration of new voters. 4— 
The usual privilege of posting watchers at the registration and the 
voting booths. 


The McGarraghy machine has announced it will open the registra- 


tion lists, but only after it has assigned all the registered voters to 
tfyeir new precincts.

"Should- 
n't South stop at three sfades?"

Why does 
he.have to go on to four spades?" 


As usual in these matters I 


asked a question of my own in- 
stead of answering. "How did the 
play go?" I wanted to know. 


West opened the nine of hearts, 


they told me, and East won with 
the jack. He returned the jack of 
clubs, and dummy won with the 
ace. Declarer drew three rounds 
of trumps and led a diamond, 
knocking out the ace. West led 
anothe'r heart, and the suit was 
continued, forcing South to ruff 
with his last trump. 


Now South couldn't lead a low 


diamond to dummy's ten, for then 
he would never get back to his 
hand to cash the king and queen. 
He played a squeeze by leading a 
club to dummy's king and leading 
out dummy's last trump. But there 
was no squeeee, and also no tenth 
trick. 


Now you have all the Informa- 


tion that was given to me. 
If 


these two players had come to you 
for a decision, how would you 


have answered them? Decide for 
yourself before you read on. 


Both of the bidding questions 


are very close points'. I would not 
criticize a North who bid one no- 
trump instead of two spades. 
I 


would bid two spades myself f be- 
cause I do not suppress four-card 
trump support for a major suit If 
there is any way to avoid it. 


I would not criticize a South 


who passed at three spades. X 
would bid four spades myself be- 
cause there's usually a way to 
make ten tricks on these 
very 


close hands, and it pays to be ag- 
gressive in such situations.

On this very hand South should 


have made the game. He should 
draw only two rounds of trumps 
and then should lead diamonds.

later date. 


Regardless of the lack of judgment and tact on 


the part of the hospital board, Warren needs its 
hospital and any reduction in pledges made be- 
cause of their errors would seriously damage the 
building program. This letter is written only after 
careful consideration has been given to the effect 
that its publishing might have on the collection 
of unpaid pledges. I believe that unless the pub- 
lic is advised that the major portion of the cost 
of the statue will be derived from sources other 
than the general fund that there would be a re- 


duction in future payments by pledgees. It'is far 
less harmful to advise the public accordingly by 
this letter at this time than it would he to have 
indignation seethe among contributors to the 
drives as they are made aware by rumor of the 
disgusting business methods surrounding the pur- 
chase of the statue of Hippocrates. 


You may publish this letter with the assurance 


that no cost whatsoever of the statue will be 
borne by the contributors. Should the generous 
donor who has offered to take the board out of 
any possible dilemma created by the spreading of 
rumors or the publishing of the facts fail to carry 
through with his commitment, the necessary 
$8,000 can be raised by private subscription.

Commissioners Go 
Along to Eliminate 
Unfair Treatment'

Hot Springe, Va., April 21— 


—'The National Association of Col- 
legiate Commissioners wants to 
abolish "unfair treatment" of offi- 
cials at athletic contests and is 
going to) back the National Col- 
legiate Athletic Association to the 
limit in eliminating rules infrac- 
tions. 


The commissioners of the 
na- 


tion's 10 major athletic conferenc- 
es closed out their four-day annual 
meeting h«re yesterday by passing 
a resolution urging spectators and 
coaches to maintain an "attitude 
of fair play" toward the officials, 
particularly in football and bas- 
ketball games. 


"Is is becoming increasingly dif- 


ficult' to enlist and retain the serv- 
ices of capable officials in college 
sports x x x because of the unfair 
treatment frequently accorded of- 
ficials by coaches and spectators," 
the resolution said, "x x x Satis- 
factory competition is impossible 
without officiating of the highest 
competence x x x." 


The resolution was the second 


passed by the commissioners dur- 
ing their stay here. Late Satur- 
day, 
the 
commissioners 
pledged 


their "wholehearted support" of 
the NCAA regulations governing 
intercollegiate sports. 


They also applauded the- efforts 


made; by various groups to im- 
prove college athletics and said in 
the same resolution\that. the "un- 
desirable trends" which followed 
World War H were rapidly dis- 
appearing. 


The conference heads said that 


they planned to carry reports of 
NCAA rules infractions "to a na- 
tional level" whenever it is neces- 
sary.
